Franklin's autobiogra- 
phy brought him to this country at twenty 
years of He tried school-teaching, 
clerking and journalisin by He 
wooed fortune in Boston, Charleston anc 
New York. For fourieen years he lead u 
life of Bohemianism. It is generally sup- 
posed that Bennett is no writer. This is a 
mistake. During this period he made reputa- 
tion as a fluent, enterprising and industrious 
journalist, and displayed the powers that ena- 
bled him to give the Herald its remarka!l

Asa politician his course 
has been to go with the majority and reflect 
predominant public opinion, and in conse- 
quence the editorial positions of the paper 
change as often as the wind. The paper 
claims to reflect the prevailing public senti- 
ment, in other words to be a political weather- 
It is now worth several millions and 
ds Bennett an annual income of a quar- 
ter of a willion. 

Bennett possesses a curious character. Des- 
titute utterly of faith, respect, reverence, or 
friendly capacity; vain, callous in sensibil- 
ity; excellent in personal habit, privately 

enerous, the man is-an anomaly and acurios- 
ity, and his life affords matter for an interest- 
ing biography. 

As a journalist, he has been a conspicuous 
success, and owes it to certain resolutely pur-' 
sued rules that underlie the whole profession 
of journalism, that no newspaper man can 
disregard, and that made him, in spite of a 
great many drawbacks. His death will leave 
a gap in journalism.
